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HURRICANE ELOISE GOES WILD TUESDAY 


People of Elba, Coffee County and the 
entire Wiregrass area were put to test 
early this week when Hurricane Eloise 
came -roaring in from the Florida pan- 
handle and raised havoc with entire com- 
munities. 

Apparently Elba caught the edge of the 
tropical storm, as other communities seem 
to be far more ravaged than the local com- 
munity. Communications disruptions have 
caused accurate assessments to be slow, 
but by piecing together bits of information, 
it appears the storm, along with 130-mile 
winds, hit about Ft. Walton Beach, Flo- 
rida, and headed inland in a North,North- 
easterly direction. 
Springs, Florala, Samson and Geneva, be- 
fore Enterprise and New Brockton be- 
came the Bull’s Eye, and moved on up to 
Troy, and still bearing East, moved on 
to the Auburn area, 

Winds estimated as high as 70 miles 
per hour hit’ Elba about mid-morning 
Tuesday, ripping up trees, tops off build- 
ings and disrupting electric service. It 
was estimated that all electric service 
would not be restored until possibly Thurs- 
day (today.) 

In the city limits of Elba only two mo- 
bile homes were overturned. Neither was 
occupied. One was a new trailer, and the 
other a used one. However, a short drive 
North, South or East woutd soon reveal 
mobile homes overturned, many, many 
trees uprooted or snapped ‘off, and build- 
ings damaged or destroyed. Power and 
telephone lines were down in so many 
places, it appeared almost impossible 
that service could be restored in many 
days. It took long, hard hours by regular 
and extra crews to get trees off: lines and 
the lines back into service. 

South of Elba on the Elba-Samson 
Highway, Preston Kelley, Jr.’s grocery 


It hit hard-at DeFuniak - 


store was completely destroyed. Kelley 
had left the building just minutes before 
the roof and both ends disappeared with 
the storm. As soon as the wind had sub- 
sided, friends, neighbors and relatives 
flocked to the site to help Kelley salvage 
what he could from the ruins. Kelley’s 
store is located at the intersection of the 
Elba-Samson Highway and Highway 134. 
Reeves Grocery across the road was not 
severely damaged. 

Several mobile homes, barns and sto- 
rage houses were turned over, torn up or 
were suffering from tree damage. Chick- 
en houses in several areas of the county 
were damaged or completely destroyed. 
Near Chancellor, south of Enterprise, four 
houses had the broilers caught for pro- 
cessing on Monday night - Tuesday night 
there was only one chicken house left. 
Those chickens were destined for the 
ConAgra plant at Battens Crossroads, 
but the storm disrupted the electricity, 
ripped up the holding shed and caused 
other damage, and. Tuesday night the 
thousands of broilers were headed out 
to other processing plants before they 
died in the crates. 

The winds had hardly abated when city 
street crews began the tremendous job of 
clearing the roads of limbs and debris. 
They and the water and electric crews 
began immediately to clear roads and re- 
pair damage. They were joined later by 
mobilized National Guardsmen who were 
still on duty Wednesday clearing and haul- 
ing away the scraps. State crews worked 
into the night Tuesday and were back on 
the job early Wednesday continuing their 
clearing job. 

A few families from the northwest 
Florida area stayed in Elba until after 
the storm had passed. They occupied 
rooms at the local motel and at the 


local National Guard Armory, where Pen- 
sion and Securities employees had set up 
emergency headquarters. Local citizens 
responded to a call for help and flooded 
the armory with food and bedding for the 
storm victims. 


Both the towns of Kinston and New 
Brockton ran low on water, as the absence 
of electric current prevented the pumps

from working. 

Enterprise paid a heavy toll to Eloise 
as buildings were ripped apart, trailer 
after trailer overturned or pushed off 
foundations and thousands of trees fell, 
hitting homes, stores and automobiles. 

The only known injury at press time 
was a man in Florida who suffered an 
apparent heart attack while sitting out the 
storm in a shelter in Ft. Walton Beach.

Elba head football coach, 
Paul Bass, asked Superinten- 
dent Elmer Taylor for permis- 
sion to make his resignation 
effective immediately instead 
of the end of the football sea- 
son, aS announced last week.

Mr. Foley and Superinten- 
dent Taylor held two meet- 
ings with Coach Bass on Mon- 
day morning, and following th- 
ese two meetings, Coach Bass 
called the superintendent Mon- 


day afternoon and stated he still 
wanted to resign, effective im- 
mediately. 

The superintendent told Mr. 
Bass that sucha decision would 
have to be made by the school 
board. The superintendent 
asked the chairman of the 
school board to call a special 
meeting Monday afternoon. The 
meeting was set for 4:00 p.m. 
and the superintendent recom- 
mended that Coach Bass’ re- 
quest be honored. The Board 
voted unanimously to accept 
his recommendation. 

Coach Bass told school offi- 
cials that his first concern 
was still the boys on the foot- 
ball team, and that after many 
hours of study he felt this was 
the best move for the boys.

He recommended Coach Hinton 
Johns very highly to finish out 
the football season as head 
coach, and said he still believes 
the football players will settle 
down and concentrate on play- 
ing the winning football they 
are capable of playing.

This year the local level 
of PP&K will be co-sponsored 
by WKMX Radio Station, in 
conjunction with participating 
Ford Dealer, ED SHERLING 
FORD of Enterprise. 

Nationally PP&K is cele- 
brating its 15th anniversary 
It is sponsored by the Ford 
Dealers of America in coop- 
eration with the National Foot- 
ball League.

Dr. Holzworth stated that 
because of the financial sit- 
uation, Medicaid will with- 
hold the October Medicaid 
Eligibility Cards until State 
funds: have been appropriated 
and approved forthe program. 
He has requested that reci-

Alahama Dept. Of 
Industrial Relations 


Employees will begin pay- 
ing into the unemployment 
compensation trust fund on 
October 1. Payroll deductions 
will bt made for the first 
time since 1969. ; 

Tom J. Ventress, director 
of the Alabama Department of 
Industrial Relations, said re- 
instatement of the state unem- 
ployment insurance tax on em- 
ployees is necessary because 
reserve funds are rapidly be- 
ing depleted. Employees will 
pay .5 percent (1/2 of 1 per- 
cent) on the first $4,200 paid 
to them during the quarter 
ending December 31. Effect- 
ive January 1, 1976, the em- 
ployee tax will be collected 
on the first $4,200 paid in the 
calendar year. 

Tax proceeds go into a 
fund from which unemploy- 
ment benefits are paid. Pay- 
ments from the fund have av- 
eraged $3.4 million per week 
since January 1, and the bal- 
ance is currently less than 
$30 million. If payments con- 
tinue at the present rate, the 
fund will likely be exhausted 
by December, Ventress said. 
When the fund is depleted, the 
state will secure an advance 
from the federal government 
to continue compensating job- 
less workers. 

Employee deductions will 
stop when the trust fund re- 
builds to a healthy level. Ac- 
cording to projections by the 
department, employee contri- 


butions will remain in effect ‘ 


until at least 1981. Employ- 
ees of governmental agencies 
and of most non-profit organi- 
zations are not required to 
pay the tax. 

Although collection of the 
employee tax was suspended in 
1969, employers have con- 
tinued to contribute to the 
unemployment compensation 
trust fund. The employer tax 
rate ranges from 0.5 per- 
cent to 3.6 percent of wages, 
depending upon the employer's 
experience rating. =

WINTER GRAZING 

Wade Paw, our Extension 
agronomist at Auburn, had this 
to say about the advantages of 
planting small grains follow- 
ing harvesting cropland in 
Coffee County: ‘‘There is a 
strong demand for feed in the 
winter. Cool season grazing 
crops such as rye, ryegrass, 
wheat and clovers provide gr- 
azing at the time of the year 
when we are in need of extra 
feed. Small grains provide a 
good quality grazing suitable 
for putting rapid gains on 
stocker calves Since we 
desperately need to be car- 
rying. calves to heavier 
weights, this fits in well. This 
is especially good in using clo- 
vers in established sods like 
Coastal and Bahiagrass."’

SANDWICHES 

Are you looking for main 
dishes that are easy to fix, 
inexpensive, nourishing and 
good tasting? Then try sand- 
wiches.

EYE CARE 

Many people complain that 
they can never keep their glas- 
ses clean. Thesecrettoclear 
lenses is in taking good care 
of your glasses, not just clean- 
ing the glass. Begin by handl- 
ing your glasses right -- don't 
be too rough. And use a case 
whenever you can. 

Don’t yank glasses off with 

* one hand or they will lose their 
shape. Use two hands to take 
them off gently. Never put 
your glasses anywhere with 
the lenses face down - leave 
the side pieces open the way 
you wear them to avoid scr- 
atches. 

Cleaning glasses is im- 
portant and easy. Instead of 
rubbing. the lenses when 
they're dry, which makes tiny 
scratches, once a day run 
lukewarm water from _ the 
faucet over the glasses, in- 
cluding frames, and wipe them 
dry with a soft cloth. Take 
extra care if the lenses are 
made of soft plastic

glasses, they'll do a lot more 
for you and last longer, too.

Garden Program 


Human Resource Develop- 
ment Corporation is inauga- 
rating its first Fall Garden 
Program this week according 
to Mrs. Peggi C. James, Exe- 
cutive Director. She stated 
that, in accordance with the 
agency's mission of ‘‘Helping 
People Help Themselves’’, the 
agency has purchased veg- 
etable plants and seeds which 
will be . given to eligible 
persons to raise their own 
vegetables this fall. 

Mrs. James said that the 
gardens would be especially 
valuable to those with low 
or fixed incomes since the 
homegrown gardens will pro- 
vide more food for the family's 
budget and the family canthus 
Save on food costs, fight 
inflation, improve nutrition, 
get healthful exercise and have 
fun together by planting a 
vegetable garden. In addition 
to giving people the satisfa- 
ction and dignity of eating 
vegetables produced by self- 
help, the gardens can also be 
potent weapons in the constant 
battle against the ravages of 
inflation, poverty and mal- 
nutrition. 

Plants have been ordered 
for 250 gardens in the. two- 
county area (Houston’ and 
Coffee) covered by the agency. 
Vegetables to be grown in- 
clude collards, cabbage, 
onions, turnips, and mustard 
greens. A large plot is not 
necessary sifice the small 
Space necessary for a garden 
makes vegetable gardening 
practical even for apartment 
dwellers. 

Mrs. James emphasized 
that persons interested in par- 
ticipating in the garden pro- 
gram are urged to begin pre- 
paring the soil for planting 
since, according to planting 
instructions, the vegetables 
will have to be planted by or 
before October Ist. In addition, 
there are only limited plants 
available, therefore, it is imp- 
ortant that those wanting 
gardens immediately contact 
the nearest HRDC Neighbor- 
hood Center. Centers are 
located in Dothan, Gordon 
(part-time), Elba, Enterprise, 
New Brockton, and Kinston,
